Debate on the Proposed 
Postal Telegraph. 


NORVIN GREEN’S ARGUMENTS, 


Discussion in the House on the 
Thoebe-Carlisle Election 
Contest.

W a s h in g t o n , January 2 0 .— Senator 
Sawyer,' Chairman of the Senate 
Postofflce Committee, called his Com 
mittee to order this morning, and Dr. 
Norvin Green, President of the West­ 
ern Union, addressed the Committee 
in opposition to the Government tele­ 
graph. 
He devoted himself first, thougli 
brieflly,to constitutional questions to 
which the measure gives rise. He 
quoted decisions of 
the Supreme 
Court to the effect that telegraph 
business is in itself commerce. He 
touched upon 
this 
constitutional 
point, he said, merely because he did 
not wish the committee to under­ 
stand the company waived it. He 
claimed that no people on earth en­ 
joyed 'as perfect a system of telegraph 
as the Americans. 
Green then compared the telegraph 
system of England and the United 
States, and asserted that the long 
distance rates af the Western Union 
were cheaper than any other long 
distance rate in the world. He said 
that the Western Union enjoyed no 
exclusive franchises nor leg slative 
grants, and that the field was oj>en to 
anybody who might choose to enter 
it. He said that the rates would be 
reduced during the present year. 


THE FINANCIAL TOSITIoN. 
He said that the Western Union 
had to pay from $100,000 to $200,000 a 
year for mistakes. If the Govern­ 
ment tlid run the telegraph sysmm it 
must take the existing lines as no 
private enterprise could run against 
the National Treasury setting out to 
do business for nothing, lie stated 
that the property of the Western 
Union could not possibly be duplicated 
to-day for its capitalization. It was the 
popular belief that the company’s 
system was owned by one man, where­ 
as over 20,000 jieople in all were inter­ 
ested in the property. 
The million­ 
aires of the country have less than 
three-eighths of the stock. I am told," 
continued Dr. Green, "that a peti­ 
tion bearing half a million signatures 
is to be sent to this committee in favor 
of a Government system. They come 
by command or imbued with spite 
agaiust one man with whom Powder- 
ly had a quarrel. 
Not one in a hun­ 
dred of the signers used the telegraph, 
yet they were asking to be taxed for 
the benefit of rich brokers, bankers 
and merchants." Dr. Green said that 
he had prepared a petition and re­ 
monstrated to Congress and would 
not longer detain the committee. 


h i h b a r d ’s v ie w s . 
Gardner Hubbard then addressed 
the committee in favor of Dawes’ 
Postal Telegraph bill. It was his 
opinion that of the $ 8 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 capital 
stock of the Western Union about 
$8,000,000 or $10,000,000 had been 
paid in cash by the stockholders and 
probably as much more by the stock­ 
holders of the telegraph companies 
absorbed by the Western Union, and 
that the rest had been taken from the 
public in the shape of telegraph tolls. 
Three-eighths of this capital was 
held by the directors of the company, 
and they therefore had virtually a 
monopoly, since it would bo utterly 
impossible at any stockholders’ meet­ 
ing to balance the controlling of the 
stock held by the directors them­ 
selves. 
Dr. Green corrected the statement 
and said that at the stockholders’ 
meeting-* three-fourths of the capital 
stock had frequently been repre­ 
sented. 
Hubbard said that in this country 
there was practically no competition, 
and there could tie none, for it was a 
business that could be managed more 
easily by one company than a num­ 
ber, but the question arose whether 
the government could not manage the 
system more cheaply than the West­ 
ern Union, and whether the latter 
could not manage it 
itself more 
cheaply than it does. This question 
should be auswerod in the affirma­ 
tive.

I.enfftlir Debute on tlie TUocbc- 
Carlittle Contest. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 20.—In the 
House, after several 
explanations 
from Springer, of Illinois, relative to 
his connection with the case involving 
the rights of the United States in the 
appropriation made for the Philadel­ 
phia Centennial in 187ti, the House 
proceeded to the consideration of the 
Tlioobo-Carlisle 
contested election 
case. 
Crisp opened the debate and justi­ 
fied the majority committee in decid­ 
ing that the case 
should not be 
reopened. 
Lyman, of Iowa, knew of no reason 
why the case should not be reopened. 
Grave charges have been made and 
answered by ex parte affidavits, but a 
strong effort had been made to pre­ 
vent 
the investigation of 
these 
charges. 
Cooper, of Ohio, and Rowell, of Illi­ 
nois, supported the majority report 
and Lodge, of ¡Massachusetts, the min­ 
ority,who said that considering particu­ 
larly the enormous disparity between 
the contestant 
and 
contestee the 
House should proceed with great cir­ 
cumspection. The contestant’s case 
had been shockingly mismanaged and 
lie came now and threw himeelf on 
the mercy of the House. 
It was the 
widespread belief among the great 
working classes that the power of a 
corporation, the power of a being and 
the power of a man high in authority 
and backed by money and influence 
had enormous weight on all legisla­ 
tive bodies of the country. This belief 
was dangerous and unwholesome. 
Thoebe was then granted an hour to 
p r e s e n t arguments in his own behalf. 
He read from a communication which 
he had sent to the chairman of the 
Committee on Elections, protesting 
against an unfavorable report, until 
he had time to examine the affidavits 
the contestee, and reiterating in 


part the statement contained in his 
own affidavit. He denied the truth of 
some of the affidavits filed by the 
Speaker, and declared his ability to 
disprove the accuracy of others if 
granted an opportunity. He was sorry 
that the working classes wore begin­ 
ning to lose conndendb in the secur­ 
ity of the ballot. If the ballot was not 
secure what had they left? (Applause 
from the Republican side.) He did not 
propose to make any capital out of the 
fact that he was a workingman. He 
was not there for favor, but for simple 
justice. 
The previous question was then or­ 
dered upon a resolution of the major­ 
ity of the committee confirming the 
title of Carlisle to his seat, and upon a 
substitute offered by Lyman, of Iowa, 
declaring the case entitled to a full, 
thorough and impartial investigation, 
and providing that the papers in the 
case be prented and referred to a se­ 
lect committee or a aub-Committee on 
Elections, a committee which shall be 
authorized to investigate the matter. 
The substitute was defeated; yeas, 
125; nays, 132. The following I)emo- 
crates voted in the affirmative: Messrs. 
Bynum, Crowse, Foran, Hare, Mc­ 
Kinney, Shively and Weaver. The 
question then recurred on the major­ 
ity resolution and yeas and nays were 
ordered. The Republicans, with the 
exception of three or four who voted 
in the affirmative and Messrs. Brumm, 
liovcv and Ludlow, who voted in the 
negative, refrained from voting, or 
the ground that there was not suffi­ 
cient information upon which to act. 
The vote was announced, yeas, 140; 
nays, 3. No quorum. 
The House 
then adjourned until to morrow*. 
[The statement made in the above 
dispatch that Weaver is a Democrat is 
incorrect, he being an Iowa Green- 
backer.

W a s h in g t o n , January 20.—James 
G. 
Brooks, Chief of the Secret Ser­ 
vice of the Treasury Department, ten­ 
dered his resignation when the pres­ 
ent administration came into nower. 
It is accepted to-day to take effect on 
February 1st. John S. Belt, formerly 
Chief of Police at Newark, New Jer­ 
sey, will succeed him. 
The Postmaster General has issued 
a circular embodying the rules and 
regulations which hereafter govern 
under the new law relating to per- 
missable writing and printing on 
second, third and fourth-cluss maU 
matter. 
Mason’s bill for the investigation of 
trusts and combinations was taken up 
by the House Committee on Manu­ 
factures-to-day, and a favorable re­ 
port was ordered. It is expected that 
the report will be made early next 
week and will recommend that a 
committee be authorized to investi­ 
gate all trusts affecting coal, sugar, 
mining industries and other kindred 
subjects. 
The subject of the Reading railroad 
strike came up before the House Com­ 
mittee on Commerce to-day through 
a request by the sub-committee to 
which had been referrod the Ander­ 
son resolution providing for an inquiry 
nto the striko. 


NATURALIZATION LAWS. 


SiifKURtioiiN Offered by the Na­ 
tio n a l H oard of 'Prude. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 20.—The Na­ 
tional Board of Trade to-day adopted 
resolut ion asking Congress to amend 
the naturalization laws. 
The resolu­ 
tion provides that no person be natu­ 
ralized and given the rights of citizen­ 
ship who cannot bear and display to 
the court applied to for naturalization 
papers, a duly authenticated certifi­ 
cate from the customs officer setting 
forth the date of arrival and place of 
entry in this country, the port whence 
he departed for this country, his place 
of nativity and the country ho left. 
The question of the revision of the 
laws relating to banking was dis­ 
cussed, and a resolution adopted fa­ 
voring the revision anil certification 
of the national banking laws. Also, 
a resolution advocating the refunding 
of the present four per cent debt of 
the.United States at a low rate of in­ 
terest.

At the meeting of tbo Directors of 
the United States Cable Company at 
London yesterday, John 
Pender,

be fair both for the shareholders and 
public. 
The boiler in Geo. Kastner & Co.’s 
grain elevator at Jamesville, Wis., 
exploded yesterday, morning, killing 
Mr. Kastner, a man named Kennedy 
and James Bracker. 
The building 
took fiie, and at last accounts there 
was danger of a general conflagra 
tion, as the water supply was giving 
out and the flames were working to- 
word the tobacco warehouses and 
Northwestern depot. 
It is announced that the settlement 
between Isidore Cohnfield and his 
creditors has been completed and tho 
documents signed by all the creditors 
or their representatives. It is said 
that Cohnfield has been granted an 
extension, and that he is to pay the 
creditors iu full in four years. 
Blane, member of Parliament for 
South Armagh, has been arrested at 
Armagh and committed for trial on 
the charge of making speeches inciting 
the tenants to resist the authorities.

S a n F r a n c is c o , January 20.—The 
Supreme Court has reversed the de­ 
cision in the case of John Hall against 
the County of Los Angeles. The suit 
in action for $2500 damages. 
Hall is an architect and drew the 
plans and specifications for the county 
jail. His plans were accepted and 
the contract let for the construction of 
the building. Subsequently members 
of the Board of Supervisors learned 
that Hall bad slandered them, alleg­ 
ing that they had been influenced by 
monetary considerations in letting the 
contract. They consequently rescind­ 
ed the contract and refused to pay 
Hall for his plans. 
He then com­ 
menced suit for $2500 damages, but 
was thrown out of court on a demur­ 
rer interposed by the defense. 
Ap­ 
peal was taken and the Supreme 
Court in bank overruled the decision 
of the lower tribunal, holding that 
slander does not constitute valid 
grounds for a remission of the con­ 
tract.

R. Rice was wounded by a 
stray bullet. 
Horn and McDougall 
escaped.

described. 
These things, which in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia mean a phenomenal growth, 
will not therefore be dwelt upon here.

THE RAPID TRANSIT RAILWAY. TALLY 
HO COACHES. 
The roadbed of this important en­ 
terprise has already been graded to 
the Los Angelas river, and its project­ 
ors are only awaiting the arrival of 
the steel rails to begin at once the 
work of laying track. The rails are 
somewhere en route between St. Louis 
and Los Angeles, their arrival haviug 
been retarded by the numerous block­ 
ades which have interrupted all kinds 
of business during the past 
two 
months. The Southern Pacific offi­ 
cials, however, have promised to hur­ 
ry up the material, and agents are 
out attending to its prompt forward­ 
ing. The road will be run by elec­

Until 
this structure has been erected pas­ 
sengers will be carried in coaches 
without extra charge to the heart of 
the city. Hourly trains will be run, 
the time consumed in reaching Los 
Angeles not exceeding forty minutes. 
Ifc]will be an exclusively passenger road 
so that there will be no vexatious de­ 
lays from freight traffic; the fare will 
be moderate; theater trains and other 
conveniences will be aflbrded the peo­ 
ple, so that the denizen of Monrovia 
will practically be nearer to Temple 
Block than a resident of 
Adams 
street, who has to depend on the 
street care. This is sublimated enter­ 
prise and it cannot fail to puttfi Mon­ 
rovia to the front rank of California 
towns. 
The people of Monrovia have had 
one grievance. The managers of the 
California Southern Railway have de­ 
clined to stop their nine a . m. train 
going East at that point, thus allow­ 
ing visitors to arrive in time to spend 
some hours in the bright young city. 
The eastbound train which leaves Los 
Angeles at 7:25 a. m. starts at an hour 
too early for the convenience of tour­ 
ists and other visitors; while tlie 12:30 
train arrives too late for dinner.

Coroner J. M. Meredith yesterday 
held an inquest on the body of Kobert 
Turnbull, aged 41 years, a native of 
Scotland, who was found dead on 
Thursday night 
in 
the river-bed. 
Henry Fenton testified: 
I reside in 
Los Angeles and am a grocer by occu­ 
pation. I know the deceased and 
saw him alive last Wednesday after­ 
noon about five o’clock at his house. 
He was in bed when I went to see 
him. I went because I heard he had 
had a fall from a horse. He told me 
he liad fallen from a horse, but he 
did not think he was hurt. His face 
showed signs of violence above the 
eyes. He told me that he was taken 
to the jail after he fell from the horse, 
and he supposed he was talking too 
much and some person had struck 
him 
to 
quiet 
him. 
He 
did 
not 
speak 
of the 
matter 
as 
being serious. I left shortly afterward 
and have not seen him since. I don’t 
think I ever saw the deceased perfect­ 
ly sober as long as I have known him. 
When I saw him in bed I am of the 
opinion he was under the influence of 
liquor. 
He took one drink of whisky 
whilst I was there. 
Mary Cape testified—I have been 
housekeeper for the deceased for the 
last ten years. 
Last Wednesday 
morning he came home in a hack and 
told me he had been in jail. He went 
to bed and about 7 o’clock at night he 
got up and went ont. He had on a 
coat and vest, a striped shirt and a 
pair of pants and drawers, but no hat. 
He 
took my 
hat—a 
black hat 
trimmed with black ribbon and two 
feathers in it. 
He did not complain 
of having any pain in his head. 
He 
had on carpet slippers when he left 
the house. 
Grant Van Slyke testified: I reside 
in Kurtz street with my parents. 
Yesterday, about five o’clock in the 
afternoon, I was with a boy named 
Willie Temple in the vicinity of Macy 
Street Bridge. 
We were told by some 
other boy that a dead man was lying 
up against the levy. We went to the 
place and found the deceased. 
He 
liad no pants on, but a coat and vest 
and two shirts. 
We notified the po­ 
lice at the station. 
Dr. G. MacGowan made a post­ 
mortem examination of the body, and 
thought the deceased evidently died 
from apoplexy, superinduced by a 
blow received upon the posterior and 
left side o the head; which blow was 
received several days before death 
The jury returned the following 
verdict: “ That the deceased came to 
his death by injuries of the head, and 
whether the same was received acci­ 
dentally, or by force and violence at 
the hands of a person or persons un­ 
known; and we, the jury, have no 
means of knowing.”

barley crop an equal yield. This, of 
course, in the absence of any unfor- 
tnitous set-back during the months 
when the grain is in the milk. The 
season íb e o far propitious to an un­ 
precedented degree, not only for the 
m ordinary staple crops, but for all kinds 
of productions of the soil. This is 
the time to lay out vineyards that will 
come to a splendid maturity. The 
soil will carry enough moisture almost 
anywhere to root the vine and btfng 
it to a healthy growth that will require 
hot the slightest irrigation to develop 
it into bearing. In this connection 
we would urge every farm ;r to plant 
out a few acres of potatoes, as well as 
other of the kitchen products. A 
good market for all this kind of pro­ 
duce 
will be 
found 
right here 
for 
years. 
Everything 
edible 
that 
can 
be 
raised 
will 
Bell 
at 
prices 
that will well 
repay 
the thrifty and foresighted 
tiller 
of the soil. 
Hundreds of thousands 
of new mouths will come here every 
year, and we should feed them from 
our own 
productions. 
The 
rich 
grasses that will cover our grazing 
lands this season will cause our dairy 
interests to flourish this year, and we 
should more than supply our own 
m arket with butter and cheese, and 
our barnyards should beso multiplied 
that not an egg, nor a chicken, nor a 
turkey from abroad will ever b e seen 
in our stalls. This is a glorious agri­ 
cultural year, and our farmers will 
reap a golden harvest from it.

China is nearer to Americu than she 
is to England.

We sell China $10,000,000 
worth of 
goods. 
The 
manufac­ 
tures which England sells China 
in 
Spite 
of 
any 
competition 
possible by2 us are chiefly those 
of 
cotton, 
wool 
and 
iron, the 
last including, of course, steel. 
The 
reason is that England can sell these 
commodities cheaper than' we can. 
Even cotton goods, the raw material 
for which England must buy from us, 
she undersells us iu. This, of course, 
is not because England has a Free 
Trade policy and we a protective one 
Raw cotton costs the English manu­ 
facturer more than his American com­ 
petitor by so much as it costB to haul 
it from Alabama to Manchester. But 
England has the advantage of cheaper 
labor, cheaper capital and cheap­ 
er 
coal. 
Now, 
if 
we 
deduct 
from the purchases by the Chinese of 
manufactures, all those of wool, cot­ 
ton and iron, the last including steel, 
what will there be left to make up 
nine-tentlis of all they buy? With all 
due respect to the Ohio Senator—due 
his exalted position and his vast 
knowledge on such subjects—we must 
decline to accept his dictum in tbi* 
matter until he proves it. Whether 
he spoke hastily in the heat of debate, 
or coldly, callously and mendaciously 
after studying the matter over all 
holiday week—he certainly spoke un­ 
advisedly in this respect, and he can­ 
not make good his assertions. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle, in a 
discussion of the queetion whether or 
not Dakota is to gain admission to the 
■isterhood of States during the present 
session of Congress, takes the view 
that it is quite proper to have de­ 
feated the scheme of cutting that 
great territory in two. This raises in 
the mind of the writer the obvious 
point that the United States Senate, 
as at present constituted, gives the 
States of the Atlantic sea-border a 
large advantage 
of 
influence as 
compared with 
the West. 
Our 
able 
metropolitan 
contemporary 
proposes, as 
a 
remedy to this, 
a constitutional amendment by which 
each State shall have representation 
in the Upper Housé of our National 
Legislature in proportion to its popu­ 
lation. The case of California when 
our State shall have a population of 
many millions, as she is quite sure to 
have before many years, is glanced 
at. The plan is chimerical from the 
present point of view. It would be 
most difficult to get such an amend­ 
ment to the Constitution passed. In 
our own case the easiest remedy is to 
divide the State. This will give us four 
Senators. There is a great host of rea­ 
sons why the State of South Califor­ 
nia should be erected. And excepting 
the one reason that tfce Bay counties* 
prefer to hold Ufe in our present condi­ 
tion of vassalage to them, there is no 
reason for denying Home Rule to this 
end of the State. It will come ere 
many more revolving years inscribe 
their 6tory on the pages of history. 


T h e Oakland Enquirer a few days 
ago did a half-way graceful thing by 
Los Argeles. Mr. Eugene Germain 
was in that city visiting a member of 
his family, and while there a reporter 
of the Enquirer took occasion to get 
his views, knowing him to be the in­ 
telligent President of our Board of 
Trade.

T he p atien t is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping in to the th ro at of the m orbid m atter from th e head, a n d a s a recum bent p o siti-n 
naturally favors th e flow dow uw ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie w ith th e b ead very m uch elevated iu order to sleep w ith 
tom e degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, in the passage between the th ro at and head, adhering to th e parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. 
Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in the affected locality, w hich gives riso to a constant and alm ost iriesistible 
desire to relieve the discom fort by d raw in g tho rau< us into the throat so as to reject it by 
th e m outh.
